show the river has dipped to 
minus 0.48 feet on the gauge. 
The previous low was minus 
.47 recorded on Aug. 27, 1953.

AMERICUS, Ga. (UPI)—Law- 
yers for five jailed civil rights 
workers 
charged 
in 
federal 
court today that Americus offi­ 
cials are holding the five for 
“ ransom ,” to be released only 
if they leave Sumter County. 
“ This is a Twentieth Century 
ransom 
procedure,” 
attorney 
Morris Abram charged in a suit 
that seeks immediate release of 
the five persons and a federal 
injunction to halt their prosecu 
tion under the state’s 92-ycar 
old insurrection law and an un 
lawful assembly statute. 
Four of the civil rights work 
ors are charged with insurrec­ 
tion which carries a maximum 
penalty of death upon convic 
tion. 
The 
fifth 
was 
charged 
with unlawful assembly. 
Attorneys for city and county 
officials, defendants in the case, 
asked that it be dismissed on 
grounds that no rights of the 
plaintiffs 
had 
been 
violated 
and that the U.S. Constitution 
forbids federal court interfer 
once in the judicial processes 
of a state. 
Americus city attorney Wil­ 
liam Smith, in a surprise move, 
said “ we would be agreeable to 
this court’s entering an order to 
admit these people to bail.’ 
Smith said that once they are 
admitted to bail, “ then we cer­ 
tainly feel there will be nothing 
before this court for it to de­ 
cide.” 
Judge Lewis R. Morgan noted 
at that point that “ if the statute 
is 
declared 
unconstitutional, 
then no bail would be required 
anyway.” 


Abram amended one of his 
pleas in the case to ask the 
court for a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus which would free immedi­ 
ately the five, three whites and 
two Negroes, who have been in 
jail since August for demon­ 
strating in Americus. 
This motion, however, was to 
disposed of after arguments 
were completed on the motion 
for a preliminary injunction for 
bidding the state from further 
prosecution of the five.
